2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, an 
antenna comprising a rectangular ground plane and a rectangular conductor loop 
overlying the ground plane and particularly including " a monopole comprising a 
substantially linear conductor that extends substantially perpendicular to the edge of the 
ground plane from a coupling point at a corner of the rectangular conductor loop at the 
edge of the ground plane", in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as 
recited in claim 17 (claims 18 is allowable since it is dependent on claim 17). 

4. Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, a radio 
communication device comprising frame; a radio communication circuit supported by the 
frame; a conductor loop supported by the frame and overlying the ground plane and 
particularly including " overlying the ground plane and wherein the monopole support by 
the frame and extending off the ground plane from the a location overlying ground plane 
and wherein the monopole supported and the conductor loop are configured to be 
coupled to a common feed-point in combination with all limitations recited in 
independent claim 20 (claims 21-38 are allowed, since they are independent claim 20). 

5. Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, a 
mobile terminal comprising a frame and a ground plane supported by the frame and 
particularly including "wherein the monopole element positioned within the helical element 
along an axis of the helical element and wherein the conductor loop element is positioned

overlying the ground plane", in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as 
recited in claim 39 (claims 40-41 , 43 are allowable since they are dependent on claim 
39).
